First, It means thst the federal 
government Is not going to risk a 
aeries of jury trials and acquittals 
on admittedly weak cases and, sec­ 
ond, It Is taking note of an aroused 
public sentiment in wet centers 
which thus far has failed to d’s- 
tingttiah clearly between 
the ef­ 
forts of the federal government to 
get the bootleggers and gangsters 
guilty of felonies and prosecution 
of minor offenders. 
The department of justice in ask­ 
ing federal attorneys to use dis­ 
cretion does not show any signs 
of abandoning the Jones law but 
is using It for that which It was 
originally intended—the 
commer­ 
cial side of the liquor traffic. Boot­ 
leggers heretofore have paid fines 
and deducted them as a part of the 
expense of doing bulsness. 
Challenge to Lawyers 
Conspiracy statutes 
were diffi­ 
cult to handle. 
And the 
courts 
have been congested with both ma­ 
jor and minor offenses. 
The new 
move la aimed to prevent conges­ 
tion and to concentrate the atten­ 
tion of juries on those who actual­ 
ly make a business of violating the 
law. 
The federal government is really 
issuing a challenge to those -law­ 
yers In New York and elsewhere 
Tho have announced their Inten- 
Una ai defending persons charged 
with violation o f the Jones law. 
Would 'those same lawyers un­ 
dertake to defend bootleggers and 
gdngstdra against the severity of 
the Jones law? That is the ques­ 
tion for the moment end when 
the fall effect of the Jones law Is 
thoroughly understood thoro will 
be time enough In the judgment 
of officials hem to appeal to pub­ 
lic sentiment 
to hsndlo persons 
who encourage 
violation of the 
law by 
patronising 
those who 
make a business of selling liquor. 
Overlooking Amal I Fry 
Offenses for possessing liquor, 
violation of the terms of a permit 
and probably Individual cases »of 
transportation will not for the pre­ 
sent be .brought under the Jones 
law to court so that much of the 
discussion for the time being, of 
the far flung effect of tho new 
statute has been brushed aside as 
premature. 
Ultimately, 
however. 
lf the Jones law Is successful In 
scaring 
t h e 
bootleggers 
and 
those whom they 
employ in the 
process of distribution It may be 
expected that 
supplementary 
In­ 
structions to federal attorneys will 
be issued In the hope of making 
tho enforcement policy of the ad­ 
ministration gradually more effect­ 
ive. 
For the next year or so, however, 
the drive will be against the so­ 
called commercial cases.

Expect State Legislature 
to Complete Tasks 
by May 4th

Lansing, April 20— (JP)— Pros­ 
pects that the legislature would 
complete its biennial tasks In tipi© 
to adjourn May 4 were bright Sat­ 
urday. 
Barring unforseen obsta­ 
cle#, leaders will recommend with­ 
in a few days that a resolution be 
adopted^ fixing the final date of 


Tho liquor 
issue, 
which 
has 
raged throughout the session, was 
entirely disposed of. 
By adopting 
a conference ^report on the Cuth- 
bertson bill fine "liquor-life” pro­ 
vision of the , Michigan 
statutes 
h ts been wiped out with no possi­ 
bility that It wit be returned. The 
adopted measure provides a maxi­ 
mum penalty of four years for 
first 
bootlegger 
offenders. 
The 
sen ten ee for a fourth offense will 
be 7>A to 16 years 
rather 
than 
life. 
The measure stiffens all liquor 
penalties. 
Prison for one year Is 
mandatory for bootleggers. 
Non­ 
commercial violators may get off 
without penalty, but on the other 
hand the court has the power to 
give them twice the penalty pos­ 
sible before— two years or a fine 
of 62,000. 
Expect Green Will Sign 
Governor Green declared today 
he will atudy the measure thor­ 
oughly. 
He 
declined 
to 
say 
whether he will sign, but it was 
believed It has a good chance of 
executive approval. 
If It becomes 
law the governor Is expected to 
act toward softening the life pen­ 
alties imposed on liquor violators 
during the two years the Uquor- 
life act was on the books. 
The finance problem was nicely 
divided, with the mill tax build­ 
ing bill in the senate gnd the ad­ 
ministration budget bill 
In 
the 
bouse. 
Combined they carry a 
total of 684,000,000 for the next 
btennlutn, Indicating a state pro­ 
perty tax of close to .828,000,000 
a year. This Is exclusive of a pro­ 
posed 
82.000,000 
appropriation 
for poorer school districts. 
Gov­ 
ernor Green has Indicated he may 
veto the school district proposal 
unless some way of producing the 
funds other than the direct pro­ 
perty levy is discovered. 
The mill tax bill It In the sen­ 
ate 
finance 
committee, 
where 
there are some differences of opin­ 
ion. 
It is expected, however, It 
will be released next week, prob­ 
ably amended to glvb the adminis­ 
trative board the power to lower 
the tax. 
Death Bill in House 
Capital punishment, which has 
flared up and down spasmodically, 
finally came out In the open and 
received sudden attention. 
The 
senate adopted a bill providing 
electrocution for murderers, but 
it appended a referendum clause 
which requires a popular, state­ 
wide vote in November, 1930, be­ 
fore the measure finally becomes 
law or passes into 
the 
discard. 
The house, which now must act on 
the measure, has favored capital 
punishment In previous sessions. 
However, there are some members 
who are vigorously opposed to the 
referendum idea.

Washington, April 20—LAP)—Two 
b'lls on the program of President 
Hoover for the extra session—au­ 
thorization of the 1330 census and 
reapportionment of house member­ 
ship on the basis of that census— 
were combined today by the senate 
commerce committee and reported 
to the senate. 
The consolidated bill, facing stiff 
opposition from those states which 
would lose representation in the 
house under the reapportionment, 
has been accorded second place on 
the calendar by senate leaders. The 
farm relief measure, which comes 
up Monday, has first call. 
Advocates of house reapportion­ 
ment regarded the linking of that 
legislation with the bill for authori­ 
zation of the 1930 census as a vic­ 
tory. They believe congress is cer­ 
tain to authorize the $16,000,000 
for the regular decennial census 
stipulated by the constitution. 
Origins Law Nsxt. 
Steps also were taken today on 
the senate side of the capital to 
Initiate the fifth and last part of 
the Hoover legislative program— 
repeal of suspension of the national 
origins provision of the Immigra­ 
tion act. Farm relief and tariff re­ 
vision, the other sections of the ad­ 
ministration slate for this session, 
are nearing completion of the com­ 
mittee stages. 
Chairman Johnson, of the senate 
Hnm'gnfUon 
committee, 
called a 
meeting for Tuesday imp the con­ 
sideration of the bills for repeal 
of the national origin provision, 
which goes Into effect July I. The 
provision drastically revises the Im- 
m'gration quotas for the various 
nations, allowing a large Increase 
for Great Britain at the expense 
of Germany and the Scendlnavlan 
countries. 

Republican, North 
Dakota, is preparing a bill for re­ 
peal of the national origins pro­ 
vision which would continue Im­ 
migration restriction on the present 
basis of the 1660 census.

Kansas City, Apr. 20— (ZP)*—Spring 
floods and tornadoes in the middle- 
west within the last 46 hours had 
caused the death of five persons, 
injuries to several and heavy prop­ 
erty damage. 
Colorado and Wy­ 
oming reported heavy snow fall to­ 
day. 
Tornadoes that began their spo­ 
radic sweeps in northern 
Texas, 
striking three towns late yesterday 
appeared later in Oklahoma. 
To­ 
night Kansas and Missouri felt the 
dangerous gusts. 
The infant daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. B. McGgee at San Platte. 
Texas, was killed In a storm while 
encircled by her father’s arms. An 
Indian woman waa killed, a few 
hours later, near Fort Cobb, Okla., 
by 
another 
tornado. 
An Indian 
chief and his wife 
were 
killed 
when the storm struck ten miles 
farther* north. Eight persons were 
Injured at the latter point. 
A tornado that struck the town 
of Reece, Kaa., tonight killed Paul 
Kenet, 20, and Injured several per­ 
sons. About 15 residences were de­ 
molished by the wind, 
At Oskaloosa, Mo., a tornado to­ 
night severely Injured W alter Moss, 
employed by a brick company, and 
caused heavy property damage.

Gerrit Masselink, president of Fer­ 
ris Institute at Big Rapids, died at 
B utterw ort hospital here tonight 
where he was taken in sn ambu­ 
lance from Big Rapids this after­ 
noon. 
Death was 
due to

monia. 
Massel'nk six weeks ago suffered 
an attack of influenza which later 
developed Into typhoid fever. Phy­ 
sicians considered it in the range 
of usual cases and he was believed 
i to have been on the road to recov­ 
ery when pneumonia set in ten 
days ago. 
Th* widow, two sons and one 
daughter made the trip with him to 
the Grand Rapids hospital when his 
condition became grave today and 
was at his bedside when he died. 
Mr. Masselink was born in Alle­ 
gan county In 1872 and wan gradu­ 
ated from Michigan State college 
in 1895. He waa superintendent of 
schools in Cass City for three yearn 
and became identified with Ferris 
Institute In 1901. 
He was vice 
president when the later United 
States Senator Woodbridge N. Fer­ 
ric died about a year ago and after 
officiating as president and general 
manager for two months, waa elect­ 
ed to that position.

Feast on Wednesday 


On Wednesday 
evening, 
April 
24, at sundown Jewry the world 
over will begin its observance of 
the Feast of Emancipation, called 
in Hebrew “Peeach”, Passover.

in character and symbolises the 
redemption of the 
Jewish people 
from the yoke of Egyptian bond­ 
age. 
Spring Festival 
In its primitive origin Passover 
was a Spring festival. 
When the 
Jews lived in Palestine 
and en­ 
gaged In tilling the soil, the re­ 
newal of natural 
phenomena in 
Spring was the occasion of great 
celebration and Joy. As a thanks 
offering to God, the Jews brought 
the first fruits of their barley har­ 
vest to Jerusalem, and offered it at 
the Temple with song and gladness. 
With the flight of time, however, 
the Jewish people become removed 
from their ancient land and ceased 
to live an agricultural life. 
The 
agricultural 
aspect of 
Passover, 
therefore, gave way before the hu­ 
manitarian aspect ascribed to it to­ 
day. During the past two thousand 
years. Passover looms in 
Jewish 
life as the anniversary of the re­ 
demption of the children of Israel 
from the hands of Egypt. 
This 
idea of freedom, so vividly depict­ 
ed in the Book of Exodus, consti­ 
tutes one of the 
basic principles 
which Jewry and the world is striv­ 
ing to achieve. 
Worker as Slsves 
When the Egyptians reached the 
height of 
their power, 
they en­ 
slaved the children of Israel who 
dwelt in their midst. Mighty pyra­ 
mids and palaces the slaves were 
forced to build. 
They cringed be­ 


neath the tyrant’s whip, and suffer­ 
ed all the tortures of slavery. 
In 
those days of bitterness and afflic­ 
tion there rose up Moses. His soul 
was fired with the spirit of freedom 
and Justice. 
He came before the 
mighty Pharaoh, bade him in the 
name of God to set hts people free. 
Time and again the ruler of Egypt 
refused to 
grant them 
freedom. 
Finally, when the first-born sons 
of Egypt were smitten, Pharaoh 
sent the children of Israel out of 
bls land; and Moses led them to 
Mount Sinai to worship God and to 
become a holy people unto God. 
To 
commemorate this 
historic 
epic, the Jewish people celebrate 
the Feast of Passover. 
In its es­ 
sence, 
however, 
'Passover 
also 
symbolizes all the oppressions and 
persecutions that the Jewish peo­ 
ple experienced, their deliverance 
and survival. The Haggadah which 
recounts the story of Exodus em­ 
phasizes this aspect of the festival 
in the words: "In every generation 
every man is duty-bound to consid­ 
er himself as lf he himself were 
delivered from Egyptian bondage." 
Throughout the ages this holiday 
inspired the Jewish people to keep 
alive the vision of freedom in the 
midst of physical servitude and op­ 
pression. 
The services of Passover and the 
celebration of the 
"Beder" have 


ever been a source of Joy and epir- 
itual elevation to the Jewish peo­ 
ple. They are based upon the vis­ 
ion of a free world—free from phy­ 
sical and spiritual slavery. 
This 
message of freedom Passover pro­ 
claims to Jewry and the world to­ 
day as in the ages past.

The saying goes that “every cloud 
has a silver lining” ; this cloud had 
a dark lining, for now that the 
first worry had ended and the d o w ­ 
ers w ere putting forth their best 
efforts,

Had Large Docks. 
Several hundred feet of docks 
were built out Into L ake M ich’gan, 
where the beautiful pine lum ber 
was piled, w aiting for th e lum ber 
carrying boats. 
T he docks w ere 
broken m any tim es, th e re being no 
breakw ater or sh e lte r to w ard off 
the fierce winds. 
M ore th an o n e ( 
large pile of lum ber w as carried 
away by gales. 
W hen a lum ber boat w as expect­ 
ed to arrive, th e new s w as sent 
out for all available m en to help 
load th e boat. 
If th e wind w as fa­ 
vorable the m en w orked day and 
night until th e boat w as loaded, re ­ 
ceiving fifty cents an hour, w hich 
was considered good pay a t th a t 
time. 
Some of th e read ers are pioneers 
of th ese p arts and will rem em ber 
the old mill.

Mr. Godkin being a lum ber­ 
man hewed gold from th e forest, 
and we hope the new com pany will 
be successful in hew ing gold from 
the “ F lat Rock,” as it w as called 
by those w ho lived and w orked 
there so m any y ea rs ago.
